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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. 
The continued drought brought home to our citizens, as 
never before, the potential threat of destructive fires to their 
beautiful and valuable forests, homes and livelihood. In 
true American tradition of meeting a common threat by 
volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active 
prevention, patrol and a relinquishing of personal rights 
for the common good. It was the greatest demonstration of 
public cooperation ever experienced by those responsible 
for local and state fire control. The ready forces of volun- 
teer fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and 
public response the general fire service expresses its heart- 
felt thanks for a job well done. 

Prevention however, is not an activity for the bad fire 
years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our 
public conscience — a habit. Just plain carelessness with 
fire causes too many of our fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn 
late in the afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy 
or damp days. Check your fire and if winds develop ex- 

_ tinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish: to: the public dump — it’s safer. A 
neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a 
year round habit regardless of the safety of your sur- 
roundings. 

4. Children causedi fires are: now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect fire 
and not make it a subject of play. 

Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New 
Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.

Despite the fact that there has been a great deal of talk 
about how much the Legislature increased State Aid to 
Education, it has not affected the school district of Warner. 
We still get no equalization aid, but do receive $2,400 from 
the state for Building Aid, which on the basis of this year’s 
budget amounts to 1.7% of the total amount appropriated. 
This is hardly a significant percentage of aid. 

You may be interested to know how the State Aid equali- 
zation formula operated for the school year 1963-1964. ‘The 
number of elementary pupils (ADM — 152.4 X 257) times 
two hundred and fifty seven dollars, plus the number of 
high school pupils in average daily membership (65.4 X 
404) times four hundred and four dollars will equal $65,- 
588.40, the total cost of a foundation program. From this 
Foundation cost is subtracted a fourteen dollar tax on 
Warner’s Equalization of $4,827,230 or $67,581.22. Because 
the fourteen dollar tax is larger than the foundation cost, 
there will be no equalization for Warner in 1963-1964. 

The Legislature passed an Area School Act which was 
not of any help to Warner and neglected to appropriate 
tuition aid money. They also passed the Sweepstakes Bill, 
which some feel is going to bring a great deal of money to 
the school districts. Time alone will tell the story on this 
law. 
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There has been a planning committee studying the pos- 
sibility of building a new gymnasium-auditorium-cafeteria 
which will have a report for the annual school meeting in 
March. Another problem is beginning to raise its ugly head 
in Warner. We seem to be having an influx of pupils from 
other communities. 

Last year (1962-1963) we had 32 pupils in the first grade, 
which, I believe, is a very heavy load for a first grade 
teacher. This year (1963-1964) we had thirty-nine pupils 
enter the first grade. The census reports indicate that there 
are thirty-three pupils in town who will enter grade one in 
Sept. 1964, twenty-nine in Sept. 1965, thirty-three in Sept. 
1966, thirty-two in Sept. 1967 and twenty-one in 1968. I 
think that we can safely say that two factors will increase 
the numbers listed above. We usually get some youngsters 
in the first grade who are not ready for the first grade and 
have to repeat the grade. We can also expect that more 
families will move into Warner in the next five years and 
inflate these figures. Concord is having considerable indus- 
trial growth and this is going to affect the population of 
the communities around Warner. With the new highway, 
Warner is within easy commuting distance of Concord and 
Manchester. 

For the second year in a row our teacher turn-over was 
very low. Mr. John Durant is the new French teacher; Mrs. 
Sue Parr the additional English teacher; Mrs. Edith Bart- 
lett is working in Junior High Mathematics and General 
Mathematics in the high school; and Mrs. Elizabeth Love- 
joy is carrying on the Art program in the high school. Mr. 
Brown is able to devote more of his time to Guidance and 
Administration. This is a good staff of teachers and they 
are working well together. 

I enjoy working with the teachers, school board members 
and the parents of Warner.
